pulous than other men—that too many of them 
get into our Legislatures, and exercise a perni- 
cious influence in the enactment of laws which 
tend to litigation, and the advancement of their 
own selfish interests, reckless of consequences 
to the community. Also that in the practice ot 
their profession these selfish and corrupt propen- 
sities, induce them to excite unnecessary litiga- 
tion, and to make the expenses thereof much 
greater than they should be.

of people? And whether without that proportion 
of legal gentle men. in the Legislature, there 
would not probably be a vast amount of unwise 
and pernicious legislation?

marks,—"We know that multitudes of men in 
every age are enemies to education.
